The construction of the’ $800,000 termi- 
nals of the Louisville and Nashville, the 
Atlanta, Knoxville and Northern, the 
Georgia railroad, the Atlanta and West 
Point, and the Atlantic Coast Line has 


been guaranteed. 

The shifting of Waverly Place, the 
ehanges in the structures at Piedmont 
avenue, Butler street and Grant street, 
and the construction of an underpass at 
Boulevard grade crossing, with the pro- 
vision that the railroads shall perpetu- 
ally maintain lights under their tracks, 
have been secured for the city. 

The ordinance providing for these 
things was yesterday afternoon adopted 
by the aldermanic board without the ex- 
pected notice of a motion to reconsider, 
and therefore goes at once to Mayor 
Howell for his approval. 

Announcement was made that the pro- 
vision of the ordinance will be accepted 
by President M. H. Smith, of the Louis- 
ville and Nashville. Jack J. Spalding 
made the statement by announcing that 
Mr. Smith had last week come to the 
city at the request of Councilman Am- 
orous, and after a conference with the 
councilman had not only stated that. he 
would agree to the ordinance, but had 
authorised Mr. Spalding to accept it for 
the roads.

This Was done only after a long and 
Somewhat heated debate, which Was en- 
gaged in by nearly every member of the 
aldermanic board, Jack J. Spalding, E. 
W. Martin and Judge T. P. Westmore- | 
land. 

Alderman Woodward presented an 
amendment providing that the railroads 
Shall agree not to pay $50,000 in cash 
towards the construction of the Wash- 
ington street viaduct, but shall agree to 
construct that portion of the viaduct 
which will be over their rignt of way. 
The amendment was not adopted, be- 
cause members of the board thought the 
effect of it would be to delay the passage 
of the ordinance, and would therefore 
cauze the measure to die with the pres- 
ent council. They wanted the amend- 
ment, however, and secured it in a novel 
way. Mr. Spalding, as the attorney for 
the petitioner, agreed that if this or ‘the 
next council adopts the Woodward 
amendment the petitioner will accept it, 
and further agrees that if the road does 
not accept the amendment to the grant 
the whole grant bece=nes null and void. 

In other words, the aldermanic board 
eoncurred in the action of council upon 
the ordinance, and leaves the amendment 
of Alderman Whpodwaré with the city 
clerk to be presented during the next 
Session Of council as a new amendment 
to the grant. ‘

city this afternoon for Leipsig. -An im- 
mense cheering crowd escorted her to 
the railroad station. 

The princess, who had written to the 
king that unless he granted her oft-re- 
peated request to see her children, she 
would attempt to see them without his 
parmission, arrived here wnexpectedly 
from Vienna last night with a woman 
companion. She went to the Hotel Belle- 
vue, where she was immediately recog- 
nized. The pokice were informed and 
the ministry sent a telegram to the king 
at Pillnitz, who directed that she should 
on no account be admitted to the pal- 
ace, but that she should not be arrested 
unless she became violent. The princess 
‘went alone to one of the entrances of 
the palace on Theater square at 9 in the 
morning, dressed in mourning. A lieu- 
tenamt’ of police saluted the princess and 
tohi her quietiy that it would be impos- 
sible for her to enter the palace.

As soon as 
the indictment was _ returned Sheriff 
Barry, of this. county, made arrange- 
ments to secure Dr. Chedwick’s extra- 
dition. He will meet the steamer on its 
arrival. This is the third time that Mrs. 
Chedwick has been indicted by the coun- 
ty grandjury, but it is the first instance 
of her hutsband’s name appearing in 
legal in the case. The indictment al- 
ready returned against Mrs. Chadwick 
are similar to the one voted today, ex- 
cept that they cover notes of $250,000 
and $500,000 signed Andrew Carnegie.

Beckwith, of the Citizens’ national 
bank, of Oberlin, Ohio, which fafled re- 
cently, that the jurors voted to indict 
Dr Chadwick.

Her only visitors are her attorneys and 
occasionally her son, Emil. Sheriff Barry 
‘has now allowed her to see them, con- 
trary. to jail rules.

Almost a Nervous Wreck. 

As soon as the jury was locekd up 
for the night Miss Patterson bade her 
father a tearful farewell and was éa- 
corted from the ‘“‘pen"” in the court build- 
ing to her cell in the Tombs. The girl 
who showed such courage through the 
long trial is almost a nervous wreck. 
The great strength she formerly evinced 
has failed and she repeatedly exclaimed: 
“Oh! how can those men doubt my 
word ?’’ 

There will be no opportunity of honar- 
ing from the §jury again until 10 o'clock 
tomorrow morning, the hour fixed by 
the court for a report from the twelve 
men who are to decide the fate of the 
chorus girl. 

Immediately after the announcement 
that the jury was locked up for the 
night officers cleared the corridors of 
the court building of scores of newspaper 
men who had anxiously awaited news 
from the jury room. Murmurs of dis- 
appointment were heard from the crowd, 
which seemed convinced that the jury 
would never reach a decision. 

The latest rumor from the jury room 
was that three men were holding out 
against nine who desired to acquit 
the defendant. It was reported that 
the three jurors were at odds as to the 
Seriousness of the crime. One juror 
is said to be holding out for conviction 
for murder in the second degree and 
two others are reported to favor man 
Slaughter in the second dagree. 


Disappointed Crowds. 

One rumor was so definite that it 
named a juror who had asked if he 
might fire the revolver at the man who 
is holding out for the conviction of Miss 
Patterson of murder in the second, de- 
gree. 

Disappointed crowds in the streets 
heard of the lockirg up of the jury 
for the night and joined in the wail 
of the persons who had been privileged 
to stand in the court building during 
the deliberations of the jurors.

These are circumstantia] and it would 
certainly appear to be true that some 
men of.the Game-Cock fleet have made 
statements before the Russian’ consul. 
The name of only one of these has been 
revealed. He is the boatswain of the 
trawler Ava,.and he said today that 
he was induced to make the statement 
while he was intoxicated. He admits 
that he received a certain amount of 
money, but now says the statement he 
The exact tenor of his 
statement or any others has not been re- , 
vealed, All published reports from Hull 
Say positively that these statements 
were secured by two agents of the Rus- 
sian government; but the: Russian em- 
bassy in London tonight repeated the 
denial made on December 2!, which was 
to the effect that there is absolutely no 
truth in the statement that the Rus- 
sian government or any one in any offi- 
cial capacity, or any one delegated by 
Russia has been endedVoring to. secure 
statements from the Game Cock fisher- 
men in support of Russia's position be- 
fcre the Paris commission. 

Russa Offered Reward.

An important document will be present- 
ed at the next meeting of the Southern 
Educational Association, at Jacksonville, 
December 29-31, in the report of a com- 
mittee appointed at the last meeting in 
Atlanta to frame a statement of the aims, 
Purposes and policy of the association. 

The committee consisted of Chancellor 
Robert B. Fulton, of the University of 
Mississipri, chairman; Dr. J. H. Phillips, 
superintendent of city schools, Birmingz- 
ham, Ajla., and President Charles D. 
McIver, of the State Normal school, 
Greensboro,'N. C. The meeting of the 
association will be a large one and will 
represent its entire constituency in the 
southern states. The railroads have 
granted a round trip rate of one fare 
between Decémber 27 and January 4. 
in view of the large attendance ex- 
pected and the interest felt in the re- 
port of the committee, they have today 
given out in advance their report, which 
is as follows: 

“The Southern Educational Association 
does not owe its existence to any ser- 
tional sentiment or narrow view of the 
character and importance of the work jf 
education. The leading spirits fn the or- 
ganization and the work of this associa- 
tion have been active participants in the 
work of the national and of state and 
local educational associations, and have 
put forth their best efforts whenever 
there has been need for combination of 
educational forces, moved as they have 
been by a deep consciousness of the 
great need for a wider scope in the 
beneficent work of education, and an anDd- 
prehension of the special needs of the 
section in which we live.” 

The report thén proceeds, to notice the 
peculiar elements in the southern 
problem; the impoverishment of our en- 
dowed and private schools; the sparse- 
ness of the rural white population in 
mountain r_gions and other sections, and 
the enfranchisement of the negroes. The 
report continues: 

Illiteracy in the South. 

“The conditions named have marked 
the section in which we live with a de- 
gree of illiteracy that is appalling. The 
south holds 24 per cent of the native 
white population of the country. and yer 
ner cent of the native white illiterates of 
the country. To this Is added the 
enormous and dangerous burden of negro 
illiteracy. 

“While we heartily appreciate the «n- 
terest and sympathy of philantropists 
everywhere, and value most highly the 
help and encouragement of patriots 
throuzhout our entire courtry, we recos- 
nize our special resppnsibility involved 
in the fact that the educational salva- 
tion of the southern states depends 
primarily upon these who tofl in educa- 
tional endeavor within these states. The 
problems confronting ur are too complex 
to be easily underste J by study at a 
distance, tne delicate for unsympathetiz 
handling, and too great for anything 
less than united effort to be effective ig 
their solution.” 

Education of the Negro. 

After further discussing the education 
of the whites, the report continues: 

“We need to look well to that othor 
work for which, whether we wish it or 
not. we are held responsible t» the world 
and to our posterity—the training of the 
negro race. To this work millions %f 
dollars have been given annually from 
the taxes paid by white citizens. We 
have beer prone to think our duty done 
when this money has been spent, with- 
out regard to the mode of expenditure 
or to the resuits accomplished. The 
quality of the training that is given to 
this race will make or-mar the peacefu! 
solution of the great problems involved 
in the joint residence here of the two 
races. We have made as-yet no gen- 
eral study of edneatinnal efietence in 
the admnon'stration of these funds. [le 
same methods, the same topics of studv. 
the same books and appliances are us2d 
for the nezro as for the white race, nez- 
lecting toially the different capacity, 4i?- 
ferent domestic environment and the fn- 
ture opportunities of the negro ra?>. 
These conditions present difficulties we 
must brav2ly face or expect our educa- 
tional work to fall far short of the ¢se- 
sults desired.”’ 

After discussion of the peculiar problem 
of the south as relate@ to the larger 
elements of nationality, and the present 
industrial situation, and also after set- 
ting out a brief history of the past work 
of the assgciation, the report concludes: 

“Fully in accord with the patriotic no2- 
tives that led to the organization of 
the Southern Educational Association, 
deeply conscious of the need for such 
patriotic endeavor as the association én- 
courages ‘or the betterment of educa- 
tional ©)14itions, and assured that the 
opportunities for Relping forward by our 
united efforts the cause of education and 
all that depends upon it in this section 
were never so gréat as now, we cordially 
urge every teacher, every one concern2d 
with school administration, every patri- 
otic citizen of our country, who values 
the moral, intellectual and social wel- 
fare of our people, to take part with us 
in the work of this association.” 
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End of Strike. 


Fall River, Mass., December 22.—Many 
persons now believe that the end of the 
cotton mill operative strike is in sight. 
The union members state that the con- 
test will not be terminated until the 
owners and strikers reach an understand- 
ing of some sort. Still, it is said by 
persons well informed on the matter, 
that assurance by the manufacturers 
that wages will be restored under fav- 
orable conditions and that minor griev- 
ances, independent of the reduction, wil! 
be remedé#M, will end the strike.

‘war the great west, with its manifold

oped. The failure of “forty acres and 
a mule” should have whetted the ne- 
gro’s appetite for a quarter section of 
Uncle Sam’s free prairie land, but 
credulous and unstable as. he is by 
nature, and foet loose always, he pre- 
ferred to remain among white people 
who did not talk academically about 
his “door of opportunity,” but held 
the door open for him. 

Is this not answer enough? Real 
knowledge of the status of the negro 
in the south today has modified old 
and mistaken notions at the north, 
and few of our friends there are tak- 
ing any stock in the negro’s alleged 
loss of political “rights.”

A Strange Admission. 
The discussion of the svu-called pure

I apprehend 
the courts would have great difficulty 
in construing the law in many of its 
provisions by reason of the cqgmplicated 
and involved phrases and sentences. 

I hope the senator from North Dakota 
did not draw the bill with his own pen.

Side by persons who are interested in 
this subject. In fact, Mr. President, 
that has come to be almost the universal 
way in which we legislate. People who 
are interested in having some legislation 
come with the bills prepared to suit 
their views of what the legislation should 
be, and those bills are taken or amen.Jj- 
er, as the case may be. 

That is a rather remarkable admis- 
sion. It has, of course, been notorious 
that republican tariff schedules are 
aictated, if not actually written, by 
the representatives of the highly pro- 
tected interests, but that. the repub:

Sad, because if is sim- 
ply this: A continual stirring of the 
worst passions to prevent a great, proud, 
generous people, as courteous as they are 
brave, from listening to the better angels 
of their nature, looking facts in the 
face, seeing the world as it is, and living 
as the north does, too busy to be ob- 
sessed with vain imaginings. No: this 
gentle people must be stirred continually 
with the gall of bitterness to believe that 
their flesh and blood in the north would 
force ‘‘equality’’ on them! 

The utter falseness of it should be seen 
if in nothing else by the continued ac- 
cusations that go with it that the north 
is harder on the negro than the south is.

that at the harvest time the firgt men- 
tioned have been self-sustaining, where- 
as the jatter will not be, but be forced 
to again become a borrower, and so on 
and on unti] he is at starvation’s door. 
Farmers being in such condition our 
whole business world will suffer. 

Our bankers and merchants, having 
gone through the fire, realize this and it 
is not out of sympathy for the farmer 
that they now come forward with offers 
of money fo keep his head above water, 
but for their own protection and preser- 
vation as well. 

The right way, and I invite any oné to 
dispute it, is— 

1. To plant for such a size crop as 
there will be a demand for. 

2. If by chance the crop turns out 
larger than we planted for (owing to 
most favorable conditions), that only so 
much of it as is needed shali be mar- 
keted. 

3. In such an exent then we must fol- 
low that crop with a still smaller acre- 
age sO as to produce only so much 
(taken in connection with the surplus 
carried over) as will supply the demand. 

4. If Ught crops should be made which 
are insufficient to supply the demand, 
then we should follow such crops with 
such ap increased acreage as to make 
up the deficiency. 

5. Fertilize and cultivate - weil, pay 
remunerating prices for labor, rest your 
surplus land, make what you consume 
or sell something grown or made on the 
farm in order to purchase such things as 
you need and cannot make on the farm, 
and all will be well.

Commissioner Brown compares certain 
rates on furniture from Knoxville, Temn., 
lamnounced in rate issue 6078 of the 
Southeastern Freight Association, effec- 
tive December 27, 1904, with rates on 
the same class of furniture from Atlan- 
ta to the game’ points. These compari- 
sons show that Knoxville is given a great 
wivanftage over Atlanta, and although 
the distance is some 225 miles ereater, 
the rates in two instances are less from 
Knoxville to certain Georgia points than 
from Atlanta. 

For instance, under this new rate sheet 
the rateon furniture from Knoxville to 
Savannah is 42 cents: the rate om the 
same class of furniture from Atlanta to 
Savannah is 50 cents, an advantage o¢ 8 
cents in favor of Knoxville with a longer 
haul by 225 miles. 

From Knoxville to Augusta, Ga., the 
rate is 41 cents: from Atlanta to Au- 
gusta 40 cents. From Knoxville to Co- 
lumbus the rate is 46 cents: from At- 
lanta to Colunmsbus 47 cents. From Knox- 
Ville to Macon the rate is 38 cents; from 
Atlanta to Macén 37 cents. 

On furniture shipped from Marietta, 
Ga., for instance, to the points named 
the local rate from Marietta to Atlanta 
is added to the rate from Atlanta, thus 
making the discrimination against Mari- 
etta even greater. 

Rates like these, Commissioner Brown 
gays, are what led :o the issuance of cir- 
cular 301 by the railroad commission. 
The commission will not be satisfied with 
this condition of affairs, and unless sat- 
isfactory changes are made the reappear- 
amce of circular 30! may be looked for 
before many months have passed.

BUREAU IS BUSY 


Holiday Travel 1s Keeping 
Atlanta Railroad Men on 
the Go. 


The southeastern clergy bureaa, which, 
recently formed, is an adjunct of the 
Southeastern Passenger Association, is 
already doing an enormous business. 

This bureau has taken hold of a class 
of business for all the railroads of the 
south, from the Potomac to the Mis- 
sissippi, which was heretofore handled by 
each of the separate lines—the matter 
of issuing clergy permits which entitle 
the holders when traveling in pursuit 
of their religious calling to travel at 
the rate of 2 cents per mile. 

All of the roads in the southeastern ter- 
ritory with the exception of the Southb- 
ern, the Central of Georgia and the 
Georgia Southern and Florida, have be- 
come members of this bureau. These 
three reads continue to issue their own 
separate permits without charge to the 
clergymen, while the bureau which acts 
for all the other roads charges a fee of 


$i, to pay all expenses connected with / 


this feature, including whatever  in- 
vestigation may be necessary. The bu- 
reau has the advantage, however, of 
saving the clergymen from applying to 
each of the separate lines over which 
they may desire to travel in the course 
of the year. 

* Chief Clerk Albert Collier says appli- 
cations for these permits are coming 
to the burean now at the rate of 250 a 
day. When each line issued its own pre- 
mits, something like 38,000 were issued 
in the course of the year, Under the new 
Plan with one permit oovering all the 
Toads except those named, only one per- 
mit will be necessary and it is thought 
some 6,000 to 8,000 will suffice, though 
the bureau is prepared to issue a larger 
number, should they be:called for. These 
penmmits are in book form ana provide 
for !00 trips at the clergymen’s rate of 
2 cents per mile.

Story of Husband.

‘and his humiliation. Reconciliatien oc- 
curred later, and the wife again lived 
with her husband until November 19, 
1903, when she again abandoned him.

S PROVIDED FOR 


Chief Ball Gets Ready for the 
Christmas Holidays, 


Special Details Made by Police and 
Fire Chiefs for Christmas Tide. 
Fire Patrol and Special Po- 
lice Detail Are on Duty 
Day and Night. 


Chief Ball has completed his arrange- 
ments to give the city good police pro- 
tection during th Christmas holidays, 
and he states that he believes the peo- 
ple will have as quiet and as orderly a 
Christmas as they have had for the two 


past years. 
In the first place, the chief has in- 
structed his officers to see to it that 
there is no semblance of disorder on 
the principal business streets Christmas 
eve night and to have promptly arrested 
any persons who make unseemly noises 
with tin horns. cowbells or who use re- 
turn balls or like toys to annoy pedes- 
trians, or who throw confetti. This 
rrecaution has been taken, states Chief 
Ball, to insure the merchants an oraer- 
ly evening when a great many peopie 
are out making holiday purchases. Three 
years ago the disorder on the streeis 
seriously interferred with business and 
the merchants justly made complaint. 
The discharge of firearms of any kind 
will be rigidly prohibited, blank car- 
tridges being barred.

A fire patrol, com- 
posed of sixteen experienced firemen, is 
on constant duty in the center of the 
city, under command of Fire Inspector 
Macon Sharp, 

The firemen go on duty in the morning 
and patrol the shopping district until 
after every store has closed for the day. 
The men go in and out of the big stores, 
through all the alleys, 
every precaution is taken to prevent a 
conflagration. They do not permit pro- 
prietors of stores to accumulate large 
quantities of trash and inflammable ma- 
terials. - They visited the basements of 
the store and the shipping departments 
to see that excelsior and paper is dis- 
posed of in such @ manner as to pre- 
serve the safety of the store. The fire- 
men mingle with the crowds in the 
stores, and are on the alert to prevent 
lighted cigars from being thrown about 
promiscously, and to prevent smoking in 
dangerous places, 

By using the fire patrol both Chief 
Joyner and Chief Ball believe that dan- 
gerous fires have been averted, and in 
addition the fiermen are ready at 4ail 
times to render aid to the police and 
jerform any duty that an emergency may 
present. 

The merchants in the shopping district 
have expressed themselves as well
